Hoip a Harbor *Woa Impaired. 


The bill which is on its passage 


through tho Legislature, authorizing tho 
lensiug by the Bute to a railroad cor- 
poration, for terminal purposes, for a 
term of fifty year j, a tract of tide lauds 
in Mission bay, San Francisco, recalls 
the manner in which a natural harbor 
•was rained by a similar transaction, 
whea the Central Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany was arranging its terminal facili- 
ties and selecting a site for its main 
offices. 
In considerAtion of the estab- 


lishment of tho headquarters and tor- 
miens of tho Central Pacific railroad at 
San Francisco, it waa granted s tract of 
a little over sixty acre* of tide lands at 
the head of Minion bay. These were 
then known 
as Mission 
fUts, tho 


Potroro hills bounding them on the 
south, Kiucon Hill on tho north and the 
Misilon ridgo on tho west. 
That grant 


hs,s loag beon considered one of tbo 
gravest errors ever committed in tho 
city on tbo wrong eida of the bay, from 
a commercial Bland point. 


In tha early seventies, Kentucky 


(treat was graded through the Pctrero 
hills, and the malarial excavated from 
the bi_ cut wea dumped into the fiai;. 
Tba low land wast of tho railroad ter- 
minal tract was filled in with stand from 
Yerba Euona Cemetery (now thu site of 
the City Hall) and vicinity, and through, 
tbeae means, several hundred acres of 
tide cod marsh land was reclaimed 
and turned into railroad yards, sites for 
warehouses, factories and residence. 
For the uses of commerce, a narrow 
strip ol narigablu waterway, cow called

Tno Department officials catna to the 


concl'iiion that aoma rule waa neceasary 
to regnlate the commutation of rations 
and tho order waa issued limiting tho 
number, which might bo GO commuted 
to one ia each four Bailors. 


In an ordinary laea1* ot twonty mon 


thia would amount to$-1.3 50 a/montu, a 
sum aufliciont in tho opinion of tbe de- 
partment to supplement the regular 
naval ration with luxuries. 


It ia contended at tbo Xavy Depart- 


ment that the present naval ration ia 
tho best in tho world and that Ameri- 
can sailors receive as much food in one 
ineal aa a British sailor does ia a whole 
day.
